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Investigation after teen 
is threatened with knife 


A TEENAGE boy was left ter¬ 
rified after being threat¬ 
ened with a knife at a ser¬ 
vice station in Soham. 

A police investigation is 
now under way following the 
attack at the BP petrol sta¬ 
tion in Fordham Road. 

Police say the victim, a 
17-year-old boy from 
Burwell, was on the fore¬ 
court with his girlfriend 
when the offenders pulled 
up in a dark coloured Fiat 
Punto before the driver and 
front passenger got out. 

The driver started ques¬ 
tioning the victim and 
punched him in the face, 
causing minor injuries. 

Officers say the passenger 
then produced a large knife 
and threatened to stab the 
victim. 

The incident took place 
between 7.40pm and 7.55pm 
on Sunday. 

Just months ago a young 
man was stabbed at the same 
filling station. 

Police were called to the 
station on the afternoon of 
September 4 after a 23-year- 
old man was stabbed. 

He suffered serious injuries 
and was taken to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital. 

A man was arrested and 
charged with causing griev- 
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ous bodily harm with intent. 

Police say they are not link¬ 
ing the two incidents. 

Speaking about the attack 
on Sunday, Detective 
Sergeant John Yore said: 
“This was a frightening 
ordeal for the victim and his 
girlfriend. 

“I would urge anyone who 
may have seen it happen or 
who has any information to 
contact me.” 

The driver is described as a 
man in his mid-20s, around 
6ft tall and stocky with dark 
hair and wearing a black 
hoody. 

The front seat passenger is 
described as a man in his 
mid-20s, around 5ft lOin tall 
and stocky build with blond 
hair and wearing an Adidas 
top and body-warmer. 

A third man was in the back 
of the vehicle but did not get 
out.

Ely underpass 
floods - again 


BLOCKED drains could have 
played a part in Ely under¬ 
pass flooding again this 
week. 

Police officers were forced 
to close the busy underpass 
in Station Road on Sunday 
following heavy rain over the 
weekend, and it was not re¬ 
opened until Monday after¬ 
noon. 

The underpass has been 
closed several times in recent 
months following heavy rain, 
meaning drivers have to use 
the overpass instead, causing 
lengthy tailbacks in both 
directions. 

Martin Jacobs, who lives in 
Soham and commutes to 
Littleport each day, said: “I 
think Ely’s underpass must 
be the only underpass in the 
country which has to close 
every time there’s a bit of 
heavy rain. 

“It’s ridiculous. It’s had to 
close at least three or four 
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times recently and I’m told 
the reason it’s flooding is 
because the drains in the 
underpass are blocked. 

“It’s an issue that needs 
resolving as I was one of 
probably thousands of people 
late for work on Monday 
morning because of the 
queues on the A142.” 

Someone else affected by 
the underpass closure was 
Jess Pollington, from Ely. 

She said: “I needed to get to 
an appointment in Soham on 
Monday morning but I was 
late as the underpass was 
flooded and the traffic was 
horrendous. 

“Why does this keep hap¬ 
pening? I’m told that recent 
re-surfacing work on the 
underpass has affected the 
drains and that as a result 
any time there is heavy rain 
the water is not draining 


away properly. 

“It’s winter now - there’s 
going to be a lot of rain to 
come and this needs sorting.” 

A spokesman for 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council Highways said that 
the recent re-surfacing work 
had not contributed to the 
recent flooding. 

He said: “We have had a 
contractor on site to inspect, 
jet and clean the drainage 
system. 

“We believe this should pre¬ 
vent a flooding incident from 
occurring again but we will 
continue to monitor the area 
throughout the winter. 

“To confirm the recent re¬ 
surfacing work did not con¬ 
tribute to the recent flood¬ 
ing.”

‘Pay back profit 
or face prison’ 


A COMPANY director who 
traded over £3 million worth 
of banned products with 
Iran has been ordered to pay 
back over a million pounds 
of his criminal profits - or 
face another 15 months in 
prison. 

Gary Summerskill, 54, 
appeared at the Old Bailey on 
Friday, eight months after 
being sentenced to 30 months 
in prison for exporting con¬ 
trolled goods. 

In an investigation by HM 
Revenue and Customs 
(HMRC), it was found that 
Summerskill was attempting 
to “conceal the illegal export 
of alloy valves to Iran”. 

These valves are subject to

an export ban to the country 
and others because of their 
potential to be used in the 
construction of weapons. 

His company, Delta Pacific 
Manufacturing based in 
Broadpiece, Soham, made 
three illegal shipments of the 
valves, valued at £3.4 million, 
to Iran without an export 
licence, skirting the ban by 
diverting them through Hong 
Kong and Azerbaijan. 

At an earlier sentencing in 
March, the company was 
ordered to pay fines of 
£225,000. 

Last week, Summerskill, of 
High Street, Burwell, and the 


company were told they 
would have to pay back a col¬ 
lective £1.14 million - £68,000 
from Summerskill within six 
months and £1,072,000 from 
Delta Pacific Manufacturing. 

Peter Millroy, assistant 
director of criminal investi¬ 
gation at HMRC, said: 
“Summerskill knew that he 
was acting illegally - he 
manipulated a system which 
has been put in place to pro¬ 
tect public safety simply to 
line his own pickets. 

“He has not only paid the 
price by losing his liberty, but 
he now has to pay back the 
money he has made from his 
criminal activities or face 
more time in jail.” 


Trio in Ely murder probe are bailed by police 


TWO men arrested by police 
investigating the disappearance 
of Ely landlady Deborah Steel 
have been bailed. 

Officers searched two 
properties in Ely and Sutton last 
Tuesday and arrested a 72-year- 
old man and a 49-year-old man. 

In September, a 70-year-old 
man from Ely was arrested on 


suspicion of murdering Ms Steel. 

All three men have now been 
released on police bail to return 
to March police station on 
January 6 next year. 

Ms Steel, 37, was the landlady 
of the Royal Standard pub, in 
Forehill, and disappeared on 
December 28,1997. Her body has 
not been found, despite searches 


by police and several appeals. In 
September, excavations took 
place at a property in Longfields, 
Ely. 

Ms Steel’s disappearance was 
reclassified this year from a long¬ 
term missing person to a murder 
inquiry by police. Call (01480)

Men sentenced 
for PCSO abuse 
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Department 
Store 


TWO men found guilty of 
racially abusing and harass¬ 
ing a PCSO on Facebook 
have escaped a custodial 
sentence. 

Lee Tenney 36, and Liam 
Reeve, 32, made racially 
offensive comments about 
the local PCSO, who is 
Eastern European, on the 
social media site. 

Their posts were spotted by 
a fellow PCSO, who reported 
them to officers, and as a 
result charges were brought 
against them. 

Tenney, of Kingfisher Drive, 
Soham, and Reeve, of The 
Causeway, Soham, were 
charged with three offences 
each. 

The first charge was that 
between April 27 and May 2 
this year they pursued a 
course of conduct which 
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amounted to the harassment 
of the PCSO by posting 
racially abusive comments 
about her on Facebook. They 
were also charged with com¬ 
mitting the same offence, 
under the Crime and Disorder 
Act 1998, between April 27 
and May 3 this year. 

Both defendants pleaded 
not guilty to the charges but 
were found guilty following a 
trial at Cambridge 
Magistrates’ Court. 

The defendants were also 
each charged with posting 
offensive comments about 
another man on Facebook 
during April 27 and May 2 
this year. They both pleaded 
guilty to that charge. 

The duo have now been 


sentenced and each received 
a 12-month community order 
with the requirement to com¬ 
plete 120 hours of unpaid 
work in the community 

They were also each ordered 
to pay £120 in court costs, 
£150 in compensation, and 
were made subject to 
18-month restraining orders 
preventing them from con¬ 
tacting the victim in anyway, 
including via Facebook. 

Chief Inspector Paul 
Ormerod said: “Abuse and 
harassment on social media 
is a real crime that can have a 
massive impact on people’s 
lives. 

“The investigation and 
resulting convictions send a 
clear message that the police 
and courts will deal robustly 
with any form of harassment 
or abuse online.”

FURTHER to Iordan Day’s article last week in 
respect of comments made to East 
Cambridgeshire District Council Planning 
Department on the proposal for the wind 
turbines at Haddenham and Stretham, we 
would like to clarify the numbers of objections 
to the application at Berry Fen next to the 
villages of Aldreth and Haddenham. 

Of the published comments, totalling 607 at 
the time of writing, 591 were objections to the 
planned development. That means an 
overwhelming 98% of responses were opposed 
to the inappropriate siting of industrial wind 
turbines in that location. 

Added to which, several statutory consultees 
and other organisations - including The 
Ministry of Defence, English Heritage, and 
the RSPB - have also either objected or raised 
significant concerns regarding the plans 
submitted by REG Windpower for Berry Fen. 
This overwhelming number of objections from 
both individuals and public bodies confirms 
our strongly held belief that siting industrial 
sized wind turbines at Berry Fen will damage 
this unique part of the country economically, 
environmentally, and aesthetically. As a result, 
we will continue to campaign hard to ensure 
that the application is rejected. We will also 
continue to support the Stop Stretham Wind 
Farm Group which faces similar issues to 
ourselves.

School’s plans 
are withdrawn 


CONTENTIOUS plans to 
build a new house in a gar¬ 
den in Ely’s conservation 
area have been withdrawn. 

Governors at King’s Ely have 
withdrawn their proposals to 
develop land at the rear of 35, 
St Mary’s Street, following 
vigorous opposition. 

It was in January that the 
leading independent school 
applied for planning permis¬ 
sion to build two detached, 
three-bedroom houses in the 
garden, which is within the 
city’s conservation area. 

The school owns number 35 
and used to use the building 
as boarding facilities for its 
pupils. However, governors 
said they no longer needed 
the property and that they 
hoped to convert it in the

“very near future”. 

The proposals proved con¬ 
troversial, with objectors, 
including nearby residents, 
the City of Ely Council, the 
Ely Society and East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s conservation offic¬ 
er, saying that building in the 
garden of the Victorian prop¬ 
erty would be “inappropri¬ 
ate”. 

They also said the scheme 
would “detract from the over¬ 
all character of the conserva¬ 
tion area” and would “affect 
the amenities of neighbour¬ 
ing residents”. 

In a bid to satisfy objectors, 
the school then came up with 


a revised plan for one three- 
bedroom, one-and-a-half sto¬ 
rey home, but this resulted in 
similar objections, including 
from GP partners at St Mary’s 
Surgery next door to the site. 

The district council’s senior 
planning officer, Ann Caffall, 
has now written to objectors 
to say the plan has been with¬ 
drawn. 

The site, a stone’s throw 
from the cathedral, is of spe¬ 
cial archaeological interest 
and Cambridgeshire County 
Council said that an archaeo¬ 
logical survey would be 
required before any building 
took place.

More than 700 have their say over turbines 


MORE than 700 residents have 
commented on controversial 
plans to erect five wind 
turbines near Ely. 

To date, just under 620 
people have commented - both 
for and against - on proposals 
for three turbines to be sited at 
Berry Fen - land which lies 
between the villages of 
Haddenham and Aldreth. 

And just under 120 residents 
have commented on plans for 
two turbines to be erected on 


land at Redhill Farm in 
Cambridge Road, Stretham. 

The number of comments 
made for or against is not yet 
known. 

REG Windpower submitted its 
proposals for Berry Fen earlier 
this year. 

The plan was to originally 
erect four turbines, but the 
firm reduced the number of 
turbines to three and reduced 
the proposed height of each 
turbine from 130m to 125m. 


Protestors say the turbines 
will “destroy the peace and 
tranquility” of the area, “wreak 
havoc” on local wildlife and 
have a detrimental impact on 
local property prices. 

The Stop Stretham Wind Farm 
Group has also been set up to 
fight local farmer Chris Attle’s 
plans to erect two 102m high 
turbines on his land in 
Stretham. 

A decision on both proposals 
is expected next year.

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls. 

We suggest you tick them off as you go....

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


LJ Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

LI Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service? Confirm the date 
of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

CJ Insurance - check on your home contents 

insurance policies to ensure that you are covered 
for the move, and covered at your new address. 

Q Utilities - make arrangements for your gas and 
electricity meters (plus water meters where 
relevant) to be read and all your appliances to be 
disconnected on the day of your move. Arrange to 
take over gas and electricity at your new address, 
and make sure that all appliances will be properly 
fitted, plumbed or connected. 

LI Telecommunications - Notify your telephone and 
broadband provider and ask them to make the 
necessary arrangements for a final account at your 
present address, and for taking over or installing 
telephone and broadband facilities at your new home. 

Post - Look into re-directing your post for a few 
months to make sure you receive all relevant 
correspondence.

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Residents 
urged to get 
a flu jab 
this winter 

RESIDENTS across East 
Cambridgeshire are being 
urged to get their free flu 
vaccination this winter. 

The NHS fears that around 
32,000 people in 
Cambridgeshire who are under 
65 and have long-term health 
conditions did not get 
vaccinated during the 2013/14 
flu season. 

Linda Sheridan, public health 
doctor at Cambridgeshire 
County Council, said: “If you 
have a long-term health 
condition, it is vital that you 
get your free flu jab whatever 
your age. 

“Being at risk from flu is not 
age related and we are 
concerned about the 50 per 
cent of the under 65s with 
long-term health conditions 
who do not get a free jab. If 
you are in this group and do 
not get vaccinated, you are 
putting yourself in a potentially 
life-threatening situation by 
being at risk of catching flu, 
even if your condition is being 
well managed.” 

Other groups eligible for 
vaccination include the over 
65s, pregnant women and for 
the first time, children aged 
2-4.

Principal hits out at 
school arts criticism 


THE head of King's Ely has hit out at 
claims that UK students are being ‘held 
back' by too much of the arts being 
taught in schools. 

At the recent launch of the Your Life 
campaign, Education Secretary Nicky 
Morgan said that many pupils were ‘held 
back’ by an overemphasis on the arts, 
when science, technology, engineering 
and mathematics (STEM) subjects could 
boost their future career prospects. 

The comments proved controversial 
among school principals, including Sue 
Freestone, who has been head at King’s 
Ely for a decade. 

Speaking to The Telegraph, she said: “If 
someone has a musical talent, why should 
they be told, just because they are also 
good at maths, ‘don’t do music, do maths’. 

“There’s no doubt that if you do maths 
A-level you have a very good chance of 
getting a good job, but people who do 
maths A-level tend to be bright. 

“So, is it the maths A-level or is it the fact 
that they are bright that means they get 
the job?” 

Mrs Freestone added: “The word educa¬ 
tion is from the Latin ‘educere’ - to draw 
out; to enable the expression of the talent 
and inspiration that lies within. 

“It’s not to stuff a child full as if they 
were some kind of box. It’s to let the per¬ 
son express what they have been born to 
become. I feel very strongly about that.” 

The Education Secretary has backed 
plans for a new ‘College of Teaching’ that 
will provide training, set professional 
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standards for teaching and carry out 
research to improve standards in schools. 

The new educational body will also be 
completely independent from the 
Government. 

Mrs Freestone said she backed the crea¬ 
tion of a ‘College of Teaching’ but said 
that more could be done to ensure educa¬ 
tion doesn’t remain a “political battle¬ 
field”. 

She said that the huge amount of change 
in the curriculum, in the status of teach¬ 
ers and within education as a whole had 
been “stimulated by the desire of succes¬ 
sive ministers to make their mark”. 

She said: “I don’t know of any other pro¬ 
fession where you spend years training to 
do a job well, to then be told how to do it 
by someone who hasn’t got the first idea, 
but that’s what happens in education. 

“Would you allow somebody who didn’t 
know how to take temperature, to dictate 
to a surgeon how to amputate someone’s 
arm? No you wouldn’t. It’s just crazy,” she 
added. 

“We have highly-trained professionals 
who aren’t allowed the freedom to do the 
job they believe is to the best advantage 
of their pupils. 

“I’m not talking about every teacher 
having their own way; I’m talking about 
organisations working together in such a 
way that they can enable learning and 
development of pupils.”

7ARM and chatty, 
Pippa Wauthier is 
great company. A 
keen sportswoman and a 
teacher of deaf children, she’s 
led a full and fascinating 
life and, as we sit talking 
on her cosy sofa, I forget 
within seconds that she has 
dwarfism. 

“I’m about the height of a 
7-year-old child,” says Pippa. 
“I’m 4 ft 4, and my husband 
Emmanuel’s about 4ft 2. We’re 
just like everybody else, only 
shorter! I can do lots of things 
that other people can do -1 
just might need to do them in 
a different way.” 

Do people stare at her? 
“Children nearly always do, 
adults sometimes do, and 
some people, particularly 
teenagers, don’t think twice 
about shouting things like 
‘oompa-loompa’ or ‘midget’. 

It doesn’t happen all the time, 
but when it does, I don’t think 
you’re ever ready for it. 

“Society’s got a lot better at 
accepting people of different 
cultures and races, and some 
disabilities: children are 
taught not to point and stare 
at people in wheelchairs. But 
people with dwarfism have 
always been portrayed as 
munchkins, or beings in furry 
costumes, and you still have 
pantomimes like Snow White 
and the Seven Dwarfs over 
Christmas, where children 


They may have dwarfism, but Pippa and 
Emmanuel Wauthier don’t let their short stature 
hold them back. Last year they won 16 medals 
at the World Dwarf Games, and now, Pippa tells 
Emma Higginbotham they have set themselves a 
new challenge - adopting a child with dwarfism 
from China. 


are taught to laugh when they 
walk on stage. So there is still 
a stigma.” 

Born in London in the late 
60s, as a baby Pippa says she 
looked “perfectly normal. 

I was a normal weight and 
length, and my parents are 
average height.” 

Her father’s job as a linguist 
took the family to Brussels, 
where she began school aged 
3, “and it was the teachers 
there who picked up that I was 
shorter than everyone else. I 
don’t know why my mother 
never noticed.” 

Pippa was diagnosed with 
cartilage-hair hypoplasia, 
a rare genetic disorder of 
bone growth. But her parents 
weren’t fazed: “They just 
wanted to do the best that 
they could for me. And they’ve 
always felt that I have a lot to 
be thankful for, and there’s 
always someone worse off 
than you.” 

The family moved to 
Cambridge when she was 
7, “and I had a pretty good 


childhood. Bullying does 
happen, and nowadays it’s 
probably dealt with better 
than it was then, but I don’t 
remember having too much. 

“I went to St Mary’s and 
absolutely loved it. I played 
hockey and table tennis, and 
they put me in the rounders 
team because nobody could 
bowl to me! People would 
either throw it over my head 
or they’d roll it along the floor, 
so I would get three no-balls 
as half a rounder.” She laughs. 
“So I loved school. I loved 
learning, and I was quite 
popular. It was a very happy 
time for me.” 

A less happy time was 
starting at Hills Road Sixth 
Form College which was, she 
says, “a bit of a shock. To be 
honest I really hated it for a 
year. It was overcrowded and 
heaving with people who were 
about six foot tall. For me, 
crowds are horrible things.” 

Dealing with negative 
reactions was something 
new too. “It’s a really difficult

disability, because when you’re 
a child you’re just the cutest 
thing since sliced bread, and 
everyone thinks you’re super- 
clever because they don’t 
realise you’re 10 when you 
look 5. 

“But when you hit your 
teens, people start to stare 
- and you’re not used to the 
stares. You don’t really get it 
until your friends suddenly 
shoot up and become quite 
pretty Suddenly no clothes 
fit, everybody is getting 
boyfriends, and you just look 
really different. Suddenly 
you’re not cute any more, and 
you’ve got to deal with being 
the butt of people’s jokes. It can 
be really upsetting - and quite 
shocking - when it suddenly 
starts to happen.” 

Thankfully, life at Hills Road 
improved, and Pippa went 
on to study at Manchester 
University, where she trained 
to teach deaf children - a job 
she adores. 

“It’s quite a good parallel, 
really, in that people tell 
children that they can’t do 
something because they’re 
deaf, and they’ve said to me: 
‘You can’t do that because 
you’re too short’. So I know 
how they’re feeling.” 

In fact Pippa has faced 
discrimination throughout her 
working life. One head teacher 
told her that she should 
work in a nursery, as the 
‘infrastructure would be better 
suited to her’; she’s even been 
cut off group photographs 
in company brochures. “And 
the best interview I ever had 
was over the phone,” she says. 
“On the phone I’m 6ft tall! So 
getting through life can be a 
battlefield. But never judge 
a book by its cover. Never 
underestimate anybody.” 

For Pippa, love came late 
in life when she ran into 
Emmanuel at the World Dwarf 
Games in 2005. An engineer for 
Jaguar Land Rover, Emmanuel 
has achondroplasia, the most 
common form of dwarfism. 

“I never met anyone that 
I wanted to be with before I 
met him,” she says. “We just 
spotted each other. He came 
and watched me playing table 
tennis; I was playing against 
his friend, and it was a bit 
confusing because I didn’t 
know if he was supporting me 
or her! Then I watched him 
playing hockey, and at the 
end of the week I stayed on 
with a couple of friends so we 
could tour around Paris, and 
Emmanuel came and drove 



us everywhere we needed to 
go... ” 

The couple married in 2010, 
and have continued to take 
part in sporting events around 
the globe. Last year they won 
16 medals between them at 
the World Dwarf Games in 
the USA, and Pippa runs the 
south-east division of the 
Dwarf Sports Association. 

They live in a specially- 
adapted bungalow in 
Cambridge, with low-level light 
switches, kitchen counters and 
bathroom equipment, and 
have pedal extensions so that 
they can drive cars. 

But life as a little person 
does have its challenges 
- particularly doing die 
shopping. “Pushing a trolley 
is a nightmare. It comes up 
to here,” she says, indicating 
her neck. “And I can’t reach 
anything! I generally rely on 
the kindness of the public. We 
talk about the public being 
rude, but 95 per cent of them 
are not. In this country people 
are very kind.” 

Keen to start a family, 
the couple tried to have a 
baby naturally, “but nothing 
happened; your fertility just 
drops off when you hit 40,” 
says Pippa. 

“For couples with dwarfism, 
it’s a lot harder to have 
children,” she adds. “If two 
people with achondroplasia 
want to have a family, there’s 
a 50 per cent chance the baby 
will have dwarfism, a 25 per 
cent chance the baby will be 
of average height, and a 25 per 
cent chance that the baby will 
die. We know people who have 
lost babies, and there’s only 
so much heartache you can 
take, so adoption is part of our 
culture, really.” 

That’s why they’re now on a 
journey to adopt a child with 
dwarfism from China, where 
the orphanages are bursting 
with abandoned children 
hoping for a home. “There’s 
still a social stigma associated 
with people with difference 
or disability in China,” 
explains Pippa. “They’re 
very unfortunate in that they 
don’t celebrate difference like 
we’re increasingly doing in 
the western world.” And for 
those children, the clock is 
ticking: once they reach the 
age of 14, they’re classed as 
‘unadoptable’ and turned 
away, “and they end up living 
on the streets or in mental 
institutions. Life doesn’t look 
good for them.” 

The Wauthiers are making 


slow but positive progress. 
They’ve been in touch with 
The Inter Country Adoption 
Centre since 2009, and began 
the process in earnest in 
September 2013. But the 
checks are thorough to say the 
least, including blood tests, 
family tree investigations and 
interviews with referees, “and 
if you have any ex partners 
you’ve lived with, they 
interview them as well. If you 
were going to have a baby, this 
would all be ridiculous!” she 
says with a laugh. 

It all costs too; Pippa reckons 
they’ll spend about £20,000 in 
total, “and we sold my flat in 
Cambridge to pay for it. But 
you don’t think about that, do 
you? 

“The thing is, IVF is as 
expensive, but in our eyes it’s 
much more risky. We were 
told that the chance of us 
getting pregnant was 5 per 
cent, whereas for adoption the 
success rate is 95 per cent. It’s 
a no-brainer, isn’t it? And there 
are children who need families, 
and we need a child. 

“I think more people should 
look at adoption,” she adds. 

“It’s everybody’s last choice, 
but it was always high on our 
list of ways to make a family.” 

Is she worried about how 
their adopted child will be 
treated back home, given 
that he or she will have both 
dwarfism and an ethnic 
difference? “Cambridge is such 
a multicultural, multi-racial 
city, so no; if I was worried 
about it I wouldn’t be doing it,” 
she says. 

“I think I’ll be worried 
about other things, like food, 
language, what age they’ll be, 
how much English will they 
know, and settling in and living 
in a family when they’re used 
to living in an orphanage. No, if 
I worried too much about what 
the public think, I wouldn’t go 
out the front door. And,” she 
adds with a mischievous grin, 

“I might come up with some 
interesting stories just to keep 
them guessing ” 

Because, she insists, 
her overriding emotion is 
excitement. “I can’t wait. It feels 
like we’ve been waiting forever, 
and it can’t come soon enough. 

“I just wish more people 
could and would adopt from 
overseas, so that some of these 
children could know that 
they’re not alone, and there are 
lots of people like them in the 
world,” concludes Pippa. “And 
yes it’s a lot of money - but it’s 
cheap for the life of a child.”

WILDLIFE lovers are being 
urged to use their spare time 
to help hedgehogs in need 
this winter. 

Companion Care Cathedral 
Veterinary Surgery in Ely is 
currently overrun with the 
prickly critters and is desper¬ 
ate for more foster carers to 
come forward. 

The practice, in Newnham 
Street, is one of only a handful 
of veterinary surgeries in the 
area willing to treat and reha¬ 
bilitate hedgehogs. 

Sally Ann Halliday, practice 
manager, said: “Not all veteri¬ 
nary surgeries will treat 
hedgehogs for some reason, 
but we do. 

“We are currently overrun 
with them because the weath¬ 
er is now turning colder. 

“There seems to be a lot of 
hedgehogs wandering around 
aimlessly, not quite sure what 
they are doing, which is not a 
good sign. 

“There are also a lot of young 
hedgehogs which are too 
underweight and weak to sur¬ 
vive the winter, which is 
where our foster carers come 
in.” 

Mrs Halliday says that being 
a hedgehog fosterer is time-

consuming and challenging, 
but extremely rewarding. 

She said: “Thankfully we 
have several fosterers but we 
are desperate for more as 
some of our fosterers are look¬ 
ing after up to 20 hedgehogs at 
a time, which is too many. 

“It is a time-consuming role 
and hard work as they need 
feeding, cleaning etc regular¬ 
ly, but it is very rewarding. 

“A fosterer’s job is to basi¬ 
cally keep the hedgehogs 
healthy and happy during the 
winter so that they can be 
released back into the wild in 
the spring. 

“We support the fosterers by 
providing free treatment and 
regular check-ups for the 
hedgehogs, and obviously any 
support or help that the fos¬ 
terers need. 

“It is a real team effort and 
extremely fulfilling when you 
see the little hogs being 
released back into the wild, 
where they belong, at the end 
of it.”

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THE jealousy in the newsroom was palpable as I 
called Clare Balding. The one and only Clare Bald¬ 
ing, that is. Because really, how often do you get to 
speak to someone quite so impressive (even if they 
are almost certainly crunching through an apple 
during your chat)? 

You'll be pleased to know I did not come over 
all fan-girl, but only because Balding is far too 
professional and, well, normal, for that. 

At 43, the Hampshire-born sports broadcaster, 
BBC darling and Cambridge graduate, is a media 
force to reckon with. She is a champion of women's 
sports, an exemplary presenter and deftly handles 
the unavoidable spotlight that comes with being 
one of very few female sports journalists in the 
public eye, and also being gay. She's also spoken 
out on tackling thyroid cancer and overcoming an 
eating disorder she battled as an amateur jockey. 

Having already kicked off this year's Ely Literary 
Festival, she's returning to her student stomping 
ground for the one-day Cambridge Winter Literary 
Festival to talk about her new memoir, Walking 
Home: My Family, and Other Rambles. 

Drawing on her ingrained love of getting out 
and about and tramping through the English 
countryside, something she does with special guests 
on her Radio 4 programme, Ramblings, it follows on 
from her first book, My Animals and Other Family, 
which came out in 2012. 

My Animals, she explains, used the canines and 
racehorses she grew up with as a framework or 
"mental map" for plotting her life in print. 

"That gave me a really nice structure for telling 
stories," she says. "I thought this time I'd use 
something that's been really important and special 
to me in my adult life, which has been walking." 

The book shares not only snippets of her life, 
the people in it and her passion for walking, but

also "my belief in how important walking is for 
us as human beings and how much we need it. 
Sometimes [we need] to slow down and travel 
gently through the countryside." 

And this is her main aim, to encourage more 
people to don jackets, gloves and walking boots 
and brave the great old muddy, sunny, rainy, leaf- 
strewn, blustery outdoors. "I think my ultimate 
result would be for anyone who reads it to go: 

I wanna go walking this weekend! Let's go and 
explore somewhere new! I want to walk with my 
partner or with my children or with my parents! And 
to just get the pleasure from that really simple act." 

"And it's free!" she bursts out. "We have 
fantastic access in this country, we're so lucky at the 
variety of walks!" 

Balding admits that weaving her thoughts and 
feelings into a memoir, albeit for the second time, 
was still more than a little daunting. 

"Oh gosh, I mean it's quite nerve-wracking 
because you've put a lot of yourself into a book and 
you know that people are going to invest a lot of 
time in it," she says, musing: "It's a very intimate 
process I think, other people reading your written 
word, and it's so permanent, not like radio and 
television that's gone in a flash. You're creating 
something that is permanent, that's still going to 
exist in a hundred years' time - if they haven't all 
been burned," she sputters. "But you know what I 





mean!" 

Balding started working in radio as a trainee on 
5Live and Radio 1 after graduating from Cambridge 
University in 1994. She read English at Newnham 
- where she's just been named an Honorary Fellow 
("a huge honour") - and, when she wasn't tearing 
through the literary greats, rowed endlessly and 
headed up the Cambridge Union Society (where 
she'll be talking for the Literary Festival). 

"Oh I loved it, I had a fantastic time" she buzzes, 
spinning off into a stream of memories. 

"Cycling through town first thing in the morning 
and getting down to the river, that crispness in the 
air, clambering into an old great big wooden boat 
and making it move, haha, and seeing swans on 
the river and just seeing the lights start to come 
on as everybody wakes up. I loved it. I loved the 
architecture, I loved the courtyards of the colleges 
and King's College Chapel; it's just a beautiful 
place." 

Currently Balding's favourite job (of many) is 
working on her live weekly BT Sport chat segment, 
The Clare Balding Show. "I really enjoy that, giving 
sports people a chance to talk at length about 
themselves, their career," she says. "We have a lot 
of fun on it as well, we do silly challenges and it 


gives me a chance to promote women's sport which 
I feel pretty strongly about." 

"Pretty strongly" is something of an 
understatement. Balding is one of the most 
outspoken and committed champion of women in 
sport there is. 

"I want to make a difference so you have to 
keep saying it, you have to keep pushing and you 
have to keep telling people that it could do with 
more coverage, more exposure, more information 
online, more coverage in newspapers, more chat 
about it on the radio," she says feverishly, almost 
angrily. "You know, women don't just pop up at the 
Olympics having done no sport for four years! 

"And things matter because we make them 
matter. You've got to have conversations about 
people and events to make it matter, otherwise, 
frankly, we're all just running round in circles or 
kicking a ball in a field."

THERE’S no better time to plant trees 
and conifers, particularly bare-root 
ones, when the plants are dormant but 
the soil is still warm enough for the 
roots to become established before 
spring. 

So if you're planting a tree during 
National Tree Week, which runs from 
November 29 to December 7, consider 
firstly your situation and how much 
space you have. 

Trees can create privacy, shade, dra¬ 
matic impact, colour and fruit, as well 
as movement and architectural form. 
The height and structure of the types 
you choose are as important in a small 
garden as they are in a large one. 

If you have a small space, consider 
choosing a narrow tree with minimal 
spread, which will provide height and 
structure. Alternatively, you may pre¬ 
fer one landmark spreading tree with a 
canopy which casts dappled shade but 
allows for some planting underneath. 
Compact 'weeping' trees, such as a 
weeping pear (Pyrus salicifolia) could 
be used as a focal point. If your space 
is really limited, you could plant a 
carefully trimmed tree in a large pot. 

Excellent trees for small gardens in-

elude Amelanchier lamarckii, pictured, 
whose graceful branches carry copper- 
hued new leaves in spring along with 
starry, white flowers. In autumn the 
leaves often colour brilliantly too. 

If you have room for two trees, try 
to combine two trees which have a 
different season of interest, such as a 
photinia-an evergreen with new red 
growth in late spring - and sorbus, 
which has lovely autumn hues and 
dazzling berries. 

If you are looking for flowers, 
consider one of the crab apple varie¬ 
ties, such as Malus floribunda, the 
Japanese crab, which is adorned with 
blush pink and white fragrant flowers 


in spring and is slow growing, or the 
Malus 'Royal Beauty', which bears 
deep red-purple flowers and small 
dark red fruits. 

Among the most suitable flower¬ 
ing trees for a confined space is the 
Prunus 'Amanogawa', an upright 
specimen with ascending branches 
which produces fragrant pink flowers 
in mid-spring. 

If you only have room for a pot, 
consider a Japanese maple, which will 
produce fantastic foliage colour, or a 
trimmed bay, photinia or olive tree. 

Bigger gardens offer more scope to 
house majestic oaks, horse chestnuts 
and lime trees. Just be aware of their 
impact on your views long-term be¬ 
cause you don't want them to screen 
your vista of the countryside. 

Recommended RHS AGM varieties 
to plant include Photinia fraseri 'Red 
Robin', Acer freemanii 'Autumn Blaze', 
Quercus palustris, Malus 'Evereste' 
and Sorbus vilmorinii. 

Trees planted in the autumn will ex¬ 
perience much less stress and will re¬ 
quire less watering and aftercare than 
trees planted in spring or summer. 

When planting, dig out a hole much 


larger than the roots, at least 30cm 
(1ft) wider than the rootball and 30cm 
(12in) deeper and mix in good garden 
compost and a generous sprinkling of 
slow-release fertiliser. 

Stake your plant using a stake as 
long as the distance from the bottom 
of the hole to just below the first 
branch, plus 45cm (18in). It's easier to 
do it if the tree is removed, then once 
the stake has been driven in replace 
the tree, teasing its roots around the 
stake and make sure that the tree 
is held away from the stake with a 
buffer to stop it rubbing. Larger trees 
can be staked using three stakes in a 
triangle shape in the hole about 50cm 
(18in) from the stem of the tree. 

Add compost to the soil you are 
going to put back around the tree, 
firming it against the roots, but avoid 
heeling in on top of the rootball or 
you may damage the tree. Pile the soil 
around the tree to create a mound, so 
directing the water into the rootball.
